“Is this, 
writes A. F., “because more than one claim was 
Received in connection with the samo accident?” 

No. ‘The reason why £2,000 was paid in 
the one case and only £100 in the other was because, 
in the latter instance, 


the deccascd had neither 
signed the coupon nor paid an annual subscription 
to his newsagent. which would have made it unneces- 
sary for him to sign the coupon or carry the paper on 
his person. Ifyou will refer to the conditions —which 
JT should recommend every reader to carefully peruse 
~ you will find that the insurance for £2,000 holds 
good for any meanber of claims, not for one only. 
That is to say, in the event of two, six, ten, or any 
number of passengers being killed in a railway aect- 
dent, the relatives of every one of these people (pro- 
vided the conditions were fulfilled in cach case) would 
reccive the sum of £2,000. 

Avoruer reader writes: “I do not trouble to sign the 
coupon because, unless, in the event of a fatal accident, 
my relatives were the first to send in their claim for 
the £2,000 they would only get £100. I think it very 
unfair that, after all the conditions have been ful- 
filled properly, the point as to whether one’s claim 
was the first or second received should be decided by 
the Editor. If my relatives happened to be first, 
they would get £2,000 ; if they happened to be second 
or third, they would only get £100. Do you call this 
fair? "—-— -No, I confess I don’t ; but, then, 
you have been reading the conditions of some other 
paper's insurance scheme, and not that of Pearson's 

Verkly. As Ihave said above, every copy of Pearson's 
Weekly is an insurance policy for £2,000 under the 
conditions stated, and, no matter how many people 
are killed in a railway accident, the next-of-kin are 
entitled to the full sum of £2,000 each.

Q., who adds: “I have written occasional storics

know whether I ain_aon amateur or professional 
writer.” If your work has only been 
fitful, and published irregularly, you can scarcely 
call yourself a professional writer, a8 no part of 
your regular incoine is derived from writing. Man 

‘vell-known authors at the present day hold Civil 

Service, commercial, or other positions, and yct 

they make regular incomes from authorship. These 

aro professionals, because the derive a regular 
revenue from writing. There is no hard and fast 
rule as to professionalism in writing. A man may 
get payment for his work, and still remain an 
smateur. But. if he regularly contributed to certain 
papers, weekly or monthly, and was continually 

in the pay of journals, he would certainly be a 

professional. A man is an amateur or a profes- 

sional, therefore, according to the extent to which 
his work is regularly written and accepted. 

Kyzes asks: “Is it possible to distinguish Scottish, 
English, or Irish men from each other by their 
features alone, apart from dress or speech ”
